Rule7.—A copy of the advertisement, and of the Rules and the Form of agreement

Rule 8.—On the day of the suction the lessee, to whom the ferry has been knocked dawn, 
shall deposit 25 per cent, of the amouut of bid as sreurity for the due fulfilment by him of the 
conditions of bis lease.

Bule 6 —The ferry shall ordiarily ply between sunrise and sunset, but the propnotor 
may ply the boats after sunset, provided each boat curnes a hght, which must bo exlubited 
in @ conspicuous part of the boat, 

Hule7.—Tne ferry shall not ply when the current, wind, or state of the weather 
is such as to render the crossing unsafe, or to endanger the lives of the passengers, 

Rule 8.—The Magistrate may direct that auy boat used im any private ferry may be 
examined by such oflver as he may depute, and may probit the use of such boat if he 
18 aatisfied that itis of such a hind, or 1n such a condi‘iou, that its use 1s dangerous to hfe 
or proverty. 

Rule 9 —The owner of every private ferry shall report without delay, at the polices 
station within whose jurimdiction the ferry 1s situated, the occurrence of any accideut at the 
ferry resulting 1m serious injury or im loss of hfe, 

Rule 10 —The Magistrate may reqmre the owner of any private ferry to state the 
name of any person to whom such feny may be leused, or wno may be placed in charge of 
such ferry. 

Rule 11 —The person in charge of a pnvate ferry, and all persons employed im workmg 
@ private ferry-boat, shall be responsible that such boat shall not be ovirladen, and every 
person having been directed not to enter w fully-ludeu boat, or not to load animals and 
goods in it, sluli be bound to obey auch ducetion.

{6} determine the maximum mumber of passengers, animals, carts, vebicles, and goods 
‘ which each ferry-boat shall carry, and cause a notice to this effect, quoting eavh 
boat by its number, to be fixed upon both landing-stages ;

{%) provide for the prompt conveyance of the mails at all times across the ferry. 


Rule 4.—Any person may compound for tolls payable for the use of the ferry ; and if the

Rule 19.—'The leases shall give to cach boat a number and ghall affix at each landings 
stage a notice showing the number of passengers, animals and vehicles, aod tho bulk and 
weight of other things it is authorised to carry ut a single trip. 

Rule 20.—When any ferry which has been leased for a given period is discontinucd 
under the orders of the Magistrate before the expiry oi that period, the lescee shall be 
allowed a deduction in the rent payable forthe unexpired portion of the term of the lease. 
If it be shown to the satisfaction of the Magistrate that the lescea has suffered any loss, 
consequent on the discontinuance of the ferry, the Magistrate may allow him such compensa- 
tion as he thinks is deserved. 

Rule 21.—In the event of the ferry being discontinued before the expiry of the lease, 
either by order of the Magistrate or otherwise, all persons who have compounded for the tolls 
for its use shall be entitled to receive a refund calculated as in Rule 4, and unless the 
claims of all such persons have been gatiefied by the lvssee, the Magistrate shall have 
aytbority to satisfy the claims out of the deposit mude by the leseve under Rule 8.

_Hule 8.—Tf the proprietor a any private ferry shall not apply, as required by Rule }, 
dor ite registration within three months from the publication of those rules, the Magistrate 
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of tho district may scrve upon him a written notice requiring him to furnish the particu 
Jere stated in Rule 1 within a stated period of not Jess than one month ; and any proprietar 
on whom such a notice hes boen served in respect of any ferry shall not maintain the

1, Aur meetings shouid be convened by a notice, signed by the Chairman or Vice- 
Chairman, sent round to each Commissioner not less than five days before the date of 
meeting. ‘ 

2." At all meetings the proceedings shall be commenced by reading the minutes of the 
last meeting, which shall show the names of the President and the Commissioners present, 
and the words of every resolution or amendment; and in cases whero votes have been taken, 
the number of voters for and against, with a view to ascertain if the anme have been correctly 
recorded ; and if any Commissioner 18 of opinion that the minutes have not been so recorded, 
the Commissioners shall decide whether or not they have been so recorded, and shall make 
corrections, if necessary. 

8. Subjects shall be discussed in the order in which they stand in the list of business. 

4. A subject, once finally disposed of by a resolation duly passed at a meeting, shall 
not be re-opened at any subsequent meeting, unless at least two-thirds of the Commn- 
sioners, who happen to be present at a meeting, of which due notice has been given, consent 
that such subject shall be re-opened and re-considered, provided that resolutions adjourning 
the cousideration of 2 subject may be re-considered at any meeting after the usual notice. 





For regulating the conduct of persone employed by the Commissioners. 

5. All persons employed by the Commissioners, whose services may no longer be 
required, shall be liable to diseharge after receipt of previous notice, or pay in advance for 
the period of one month, and no such person shall withdraw from the duties of his office 
without having given previous notice for the period of one month, on pain of forfeiture of 
two months’ salary.

RULES UNDER SECTION 15, AOT I (B.C.) OF 1885, FOR THE DISTRICT 
OF JESSORE. 


Rule 1.—Tn these rules the term ‘ Magistrate” inelndes— 
(a) the District Magistrate of Jesvore, and any Magistrate subordinate to him 
and appointed by him in that behalt ; 
(b) the District Board of Jessore in respect of any’ public ferry, the manage- 
ment of which hus been vested in it under section 35 of Act I (B.C.) of 
1885; aud any Local Board in the district of Jessore when legally vested 
with powers in respect of any public ferry by the District Board of Jessore, 
Rule 2.—Livery public ferry in the district of Jessore shall either be*held khas by 
the Magistrate, or be leased by public auction, 


Rules for the management of public ferries keld khas, 
Rule 8.— For every puvlic ferry which is held khas, the Magistrate shall from time to 
time— 

(a) provide such boats, landiug-stages, rest-houses, and other appliances as he shall 
think proper 5 

(b) appoint a suitanle person to superintend the plying of the ferry, provide and pay 
boatmen, receive the authorised tolls, and remit the same to the treasury ; 

(c) fix, with the approval of the Commissioner, the tolls to be levied from persons 
using the ferry ; 

(@) cause a schedule of such tolls, legibly written in the vernacular, to be fixed up on 
both landing-stages 5 

(¢) determine the maximum number of passengers, animals, carts, vehicles, and goods 
which each ferry-bout shall carry, aud cause a novice to this effect to be allixed 
to each boat; 

(f) determine the hours within which the boats shall ply, and the minimum number 
of journeye to be made every day; 

(g) provide for the prompt conveyanco of the mails at all times across the ferry. 


Rule 4—Avy person may compound for tolls payable for the use of the ferry; and if 
the ferry should he closed before the expiry of the period for which euch person has com- 
pounded for tolls payable for its use, he shall be entitled to a refund, the amount of which 
shall hear the same proportion to the whole sum paid by him as the period remaining bears 
two the whole period for which he compounded. Such refund shall be made under the order« 
of the Magistrate. 

Rules for leasing out ferries, 


Rule 5.—When it has been determined to lense the tolls of any public ferry by auction 
under section 9 of Act I (B.C.) of 1885, the Magistrare shall, at least 15 days before the 
auction is held, cause an advertisement of such auction to be published, hoth in English and 
in the vernacular, in such place and in auch manner as to him shall seem expedient. 

Rule 6.—'the odvertisement shall specify— 


(a) the time and place of the sale ; 

(@) the period for winch the ferry is to be leased, and the dates between which the 
leseee shall be bound to ply the ferry every year ; 

(©) the number and description of the boais to be maintained, the strength of the 
crew to be employed on each, and the maximum number of passengers, ani- 
mals, vehicles, and the bulk or weight of goods each is authorised to earry ; 

(a) the liability or otherwise of the lessee to provide the boats and to keep them in 
repair; 

(e) the liability or otherwise of the lessee to provide and keep in order the landing- 
stages and the reat-houses or travellers’ sheds, if any, at eithcr or both termini 
of the crossing ; be he 

(7) the minimom number of crossings to be made daily at any particular season of 
the year; af 

(9) the rate of tolls to be levied ; . . 

(A) the persons and things to be ferried over free of toll as provided in Rule 14; 

(i) the instalments ia which the rent for the ferry is to be paid ; and 

(¥) such other particulars as the Magistrate shall consider necessary. 


Rule 7.—A copy of. the advertisement, und of the Rules and the Form of Agreement 
Yeqnired to. be executed under section 9 of the Act, shall be posted up in a conspicupus 
inge in the Magiatrate’s office, aua shall be duly uotified ou the day of the auction, 
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‘Rule 8.—On the day of the auction the lessee, to whom the ferry has been knocked 
down, shall deposit one-fourth of the amount of bid as security[for the due fulfilment by him 
of the conditions of bis lease. This deposit may, however, at the discretion of the Magistrate, 
he dispensed with in the cave of small ferrise in which boate or cauocs are not provided by 
Government, 

‘Rute 9.—-In cases in which the ferry is leased for only a year, or part of a yoar, the 
lessee shall be held lisble for the rent for the entire period the moment the ferry has been 
knocked down to him. In caves in which the ferry is leased for a number of yeurs, the 
liability for each year’s rent shall accrue from the firat day of the year. 

Rule \0.—The contract which the lessee will be required to execute under section 9 of 
the Act shall be in the form appended to these rules. 

Rule 11.—As soon as possible after the contract has beou executed by the lessee, the 
Magisuate shall furnish him, free of charge, with a copy of these rules, a list of the autho- 
fised tolls duly signed uuder scation 19 of the Act, and two notice-boards having written on 
them legibly in the vernacular the senedule of tolls applicable to the ferry, the uuu Ler of 
boats which the lessce is bound to keep plying, the number of met by whom each boat is to 
be mavned, and the maximum number of passengers, &e., ench boat is allowed to carry. 
‘Phe notice-hoards shall he fixed by the lessee in a conspicuous place at both ends ot the 
ferry, aud shall be kept by him in a proper condiviou.

Rule 15.—'The lessee shall not charge or demand tolls from persons who wade or swim 
acrees, or take cattle or otber avimals or property across at their own coxt and ritk, or from 
persons who cross themselves, or take other persons across without charge, in their own boats. 

Rule 16.—The ferry shall ordinarily ply between sunrise and sunset, or as the Magis- 
trate say direct ; but the lessee muy employ the boats in ferrying passengers across at any 
tiwe after sunset, provided cach boat so employed carries a light, which must be displayed 
in a conspicuous part of the boat. :

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Rule 2,—-Before a private ferry is registered, the Magistrate shall satisfy himself that the 
statements contained in tbe application are correct. 

Rule 3.—If the proprictor of any private ferry shall not apply, as required by Rule 1, for 
its registration within three months from the publication of these rules, the Magistrate of the 
district may serve upon him a written notice reqniring him to furnish the particulars stated in 
Rule 1 within a stated period of not less than one month ; and any proprietor on whom such
